Geneva, where

from the second great war, from 
Korea and by the accusing shade 
of that gaunt, great man, Wood- 
row Wilson. 


There is not much talk of peace 
there now, but much of boasting, 
pomp and accusation. But if there 
is not war, Geneva may pro- 
duce, from the foreign ministers 
meeting now begun, an uneasy, 
tenuous agreement which will 
delay the flame of world war, 
and confine it to the limited 


“cold wars” which cost so much 


good, hot blood. 


The Roman legions conquered | 
Geneva and it knew war and 
turbulence until a 16th century 
alliance with Bern and Fribourg, 
which protected it from the 
threatening House of Savoy. 


Fiery Years 


During the fiery years of the 
Reformation it became the head- 
quarters of John Calvin, whose 
home it was. It was he who 
founded there a theocratic state 
and moulded it into the intellect- 
ual capital, of Protestant Europe. 
It was not until 1815 that the 
city surrendered its independ- 
ence by joining the Swiss Con- 
federation.

It is, by background, a 
legitimate world center. Through 
the centuries refugees have fled 
to it to escape persecution, either 
that of religious conflicts or 
those of race and war. 


The first big influx of refugees 
from France—Huguenots fleeing a 
repetition of the massacre of St. 
Bartholomew in 1572. The second 
was in 1685 after Louis XIV had 
revoked the Edict of Nantes, an 
agreement which had guaranteed 
religious freedom. Within one year 
the city of 16,000 persons ab- 
sorbed about 8,000 newcomers. 
Since that time others have come 
to it from Italy, Germany, Hol- 
land, England and alifiost all the 
countries of the world. The city 
has welcomed them “all; the dis- 
senting intellectuals, the artisans, 
the religiously dedicated, the 
watch-makers, the financiers. It 
is of Switzerland, yet is not 
Swiss—a no man’s land—yet ev- 
ery man’s land. 


Many men have loved it—and 
praised it. 


Talleyrand said once there were 
“but five parts of the world, Eu- 
rope, Asia, Africa, America and 
Geneva.” 


Intellectual City 


Galvin made of it a truly in- 
tellectual city, that stern and 
dogmatic man being convinced 
that education was necessary to 
men of free will. It attracted the 
great scholars and poets of the 
world. The poet Ruskin became 
idyllic over the city, writing 
rears of chamber-of-commerce 
kind of praise.

WASHINGTON (AP) — FBI di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover reports 
there have been 108 bombings or

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Coordinate Efforts 
On State Hospital 


Expected to be announced this week 
is appointment of the advisory commit- 
tee on mental health problems, a key 
recommendation of the Shaefer report 
of the Medical Assn. of Georgia on Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital. 

If the committee functions properly— 
and it should be set up so that it can— 
the widespread optimism that at last 
Georgia’s mentally ill are going to get 
a better deal may prove justified. 

The Shaefer report made it clear that 
this committee should not be a power- 
less shadow but that it should serve to 
guide authorities, the public and the Leg- 
islature in building a mental health pro- 
gram. 

Meanwhile, changes looking to im- 
provements at the hospital are all to the 
good. Transfer to the State Health De- 
partment was the beginning move in 
trying to untangle the web of 116 years 
of political administration of the hos- 


~ pital. The department should proceed as 


rapidly as possible toward making the 
immediate changes which can be accom- 
plished administratively and with co- 
operation of the state administration. 

Changing the hospital from a cus- 
todial institution to one devoted to care 
and treatment of mental patients will be 
long and painful. Until it is accom- 
plished, however, the hospital’s basic 
faults will remain. Unnecessary delays in 
acting decisively will make the transition 
more and more difficult. 

With all due respect to the State 
Health Department, which is doing a good 
job for Georgia and will do a better job 
at Milledgeville than has been done in 
the past, it should be remembered that 
the Shaefer report emphatically rec- 
ommends the setting up as soon as pos- 
sible of a State Department of Mental 
Health to administer the hospital and 
to guide the whole mental program in 
Georgia in the future. ! 

The problem of mental illness has 
reached such proportions that it must be 
approached as a major public responsibil- 
ity to be dealt with by professionals in- 
sulated as much as possible from political 
pressures. 

Meanwhile, appéintment of the ad- 
visory committee will be another forward 
step. Improvements in the staff to in- 
sure more adequate patient care should 
be an immediate objective. 

The advisory committee, the Medical 
Assn. of Georgia and the Georgia Assn. 
of Mental Health should begin now to 
coordinate their efforts to carry out rec- 
ommendations for long-range and per- 
manent improvéments to erase this shame 
from our consciences.

Fee System ‘Burns’ Us 


While Georgia fiddles with the fee 
system county by county, Florida is going 
ahead and polishing it off statewide. At 
least, that’s what a bill introduced in the 
Florida Legislature would do in the re- 
maining 12 counties out of the state’s 67 
which still have the fee system. 


Recently the American Automobile 
Assn, took many Georgia cities and com- 
munities cursed with the reputation of 
being fee system dominated from its 
blacklist. It was a refreshing turn of 
events and a tribute to the perséverance 
of business groups and other citizens who 
want to see justice done in Georgia. 


Speed traps and fee system. abuses in 
the past have created an internationally 
unsavory anti-tourist reputation for the 
entire state. Such a reputation causes 
consternation among the vast majority of 
Georgians who want to see their state 
progress and keep in step with the times. 

Attacking the fee system county by 
county is better than nothing. But it also 
is the better half of wisdom to abolish 
it on a statewide basis rather than wait- 
ing for a roll call of the 159 counties. 
Those counties that feel they cannot af- 
ford to pay for police protection without 
the fee system crutch perhaps should pool 
their financial resources with other coun- 
ties for thé ultimate benefit of all.

Writing in Today’s Health, publication.

old Sen. Theodore F. Green of Rhode 
Island says it’s the way a man uses his 
years—not the way he counts them— 
which tells how old he is. . 

The senator, the oldest man ever to 
serve in Congress and who is still going 
strong despite his years, says his secret 
of longevity is mainly due to moderation 
and exercise. 

“Too many people give up and quit

“is to remain active. I try to do a va- 
riety of things—that’s what keeps you 
interested.”

“Keep a clear con- 
science, practice moderation, enjoy your 
life and work, keep your weight down 
and take regular exercise.” He says week- 
end exercise is not what he means. He 
walks nearly everywhere he goes.

West Will Try Again 


At Geneva Conference 


Secretary of State Herter warned be- 
fore ledving that the nation should not 
expect too much from the meeting of 
East-West foreign ministers which be- 
gins today in Geneva. Experience of the 
past justifies his caution but there can 
never be an excuse to cease trying. 

Meetings of Western foreign minis- 
ters in Paris and of the Communist bloc 
in Warsaw give a pretty good idea the 
direction the conference will take. 

The major objective of Moscow seems 
to be to win acceptance of its satellite 
empire and solidification of the status 
quo. In return the Communists seem 
willing to reach some sort of agreement 
on West Berlin—an agreement which 
would leave it a basic problem still. 

While the Allies are divided still, they 
are united on remaining in Berlin while 
leaving the door open to negotiations on 
other problems. The British offer greater 
flexibility but the West seems united, 
too, on a.step-by-step plan for German 
unification. They will offer concessions 
such as a demilitarized zone in Central 
Europe. 

The conference very likely will lead 
to an agreement for a summit meeting 
of heads of state at a later date. Other- 
wise, the prospect for success of the for- 
eign ministers’ meeting is not too hopeful.

Georgia Schools Benefit 
From Eederal Grants 


One of the largest grants of federal 
money ever made to Georgia schools has 
been approved in Washington. The 
amount is $201,000. It will be divided on 
a need basis among 16 Georgia systems. 
The money is to defray some of the ex- 
penses of those systems which are under 
pressure because of the influx of federal 
employes in their areas. 

Glynn County schools will receive the 
largest share in Georgia, $63,154. The 
15 other Georgia grants are well distrib- 
uted over the state and range from 
around $2,500 up to Glyrnd County’s 
larger total. 

This is federal aid on the basis of 
need. It is the same sort of aid, and no 
more “dangerous,” as that which would 
be available if we had a national federal- 
aid-to-education bill. Politics of fear pre- 
vents the country from having such leg- 
islation. As a result, the states with the 
most children, the least money and’ the 
greatest need unnecessarily deprive their 
children of educational opportunity.

‘Not So Many Supreme Court Decisions 
Ago, a Man’s Home Was His Castle...’ 


Atlanta—Is it possible that in 
its commendable fervor to reaf- 
firm and to protect basic rights 
and freedoms of minorities and 
individuals after the wave of hys- 
terical McCarthyism the Supreme 
Court might have endangered one 
of the most precious rights of 
all in its latest decision? 


Of course, I refer to the sacred 
right of privacy. The decision to 
permit health inspectors to enter 
a home without a search warrant 
leaves an unpleasant taste in 
one’s mouth. Certainly there will 
not be created overnight an 
army of so-called health inspec- 
tors in this country to drag citi- 
zens out of thegbeds at night in 
noble Nazi:style. 


It is not the immediate threat 
of totalitarianism that is so dis- 
toncerting but the precedent that 
has been set. In the past a man’s 
home has been his castle, humble 
though it might be. An invasion 
of the home by persons, call them 
health inspectors or what you 
will, who did not possess a war- 
rant in the past amounted to an 
invasion of privacy and could le- 
gally be resisted by whatever 
means were at hand. 


Each freedom or right natural- 
ly has its correlative duty to so- 
ciety, even under a written con- 
stitution, but it seems to me that 
it is possible to trespass upon the 
rights of the majority as well as 
upon the rights of the minority. 

In other words, the arm of the 
state is long indeed, but does it 
reach uninvited even into the 
privacy of a man’s home? The 
state always has sought to extend 
its authority and its powers and 
still seeks to do so, the United 
States not excepted. 

The question is, can the United 
States forever use the pretext of 
protection of individual and mi- 
nority rights to widen its sphere 
of authority to include every as- 
pect of a man’s life?

Georgia Ought To Adopt 


California Insurance Plan 


A complaint that a good many motorists have is that their auto- 
mobile liability insurance rates are unduly high because of the poor 
driving records of fellow motorists. For many, it doesn’t matter 
whether they’ve driven for years without an accident. 


Their insurance rates are just 
as high as their neighbor’s who 
has had two bad accidents within 
a year’s time. 

It is for this reason that nu- 
merous insurance agents will tell 
you that the compulsory automo- 
bile liability or financial responsi- 
bility laws are unfair. In the 
words of an official of the Ameri- 
can Automobile Assn., ‘““When the 
system makes the majority of 
careful motorists subsidize the 
bad motorists, then you have a 
situation which cries for improve- 
ment.” ) 

One state appears to be headed 
in the right direction. In Cali- 
fornia, 200 insurance companies 
have announced a 20 per cent-re- 
duction in rates for safe drivers. 
This will apply to those who have 
had no accident or moving traffic 


violation in three years. A driver .. 


with two such marks against his 
record will pay 25 per cent more 
than now; five or more will war- 
vant a double 


To implement this sort of sys- 
tem it, of course, is necessary for 
a state to maintain excellent ac- 
cident and traffic violations rec- 
ords. California’s are termed 
“among the best in the country.” 
Another requisite is the assurance 
that “ticket fixing’ is held to a 
minimum and that accident and 
traffic violation reportings be 
standardized throughout a state. 


Because Georgia’s ‘“‘financial 


responsibility’ law is similar to 


California’s, there is no apparent 
reason why this Kind of merit 
system could not be put into ef- 
fect here. First, however, it is. a 
certainty that more complete rec- 
ords would have to be maintained 
on a statewide basis. 


The idea is worth considering. 
Besides. offering relief to safe 


trial. For if new evidence were 
found, it would not call for a 
legal second trial. 

I do not think a responsible 
person would come to the same 
conclusion as did the Supreme 
Court and I certainly think this 
double jeopardy decision is 
grounds for impeachment and 
conviction.

Four Foreign Ministers Conference at Geneva has no guarantee of 
even a modest success. This is as it should be. It will do nobody 
any good to forget that the trail of international meetings with the 
Soviet Union is studded with the ruins of Western hopes. It is a 
trail well marked, in a word, with broken Russian promises. 


Indeed, the West may be hard 
put at Geneva to find enough 
justification ‘and almost any 
kind of justification will do) for 
agreeing to hold the summit con- 
ference toward which the world 
is looking. 

All the same, it is never use- 
ful to approach any opportunity 
in the fixed notion that nothing 
good can possibly come from it. 
And quite apart from this gen- 
eral principle, there is practical 
and specific reason to look to- 
ward Geneva with a basic and 
realistic, if limited, confidence. 


For the profound fact is this: 
Whatever may happen at the act- 
ual conference table in Geneva, 
the leading members of the 
Western Alliance have wisely 
prepared to maintain the unity 
of all in the West in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

The Big Four have pledged not 
merely to keep the smaller NATO 
partners generally advised of 
what they, the big fellows, say 
and do at Geneva. Much better, 
the big fellows are committed to 
maintain running contact with 
the NATO Treaty Council. 

This is no’ mere empty legal- 
ism, no gesture of ‘“‘niceness.” 
This is a promise of real mean- 
ing: of a meaning hardly less 
real than the great reality it 
recognizes.

He could 
not have defeated the giants there 
singlehanded. Often the preach- 
er runs off and leaves his congre- 
gation in such matters as build- 
ing projects, plans for the work 
of the church and especially in 
social reforms, only to end up jn 
defeat and frustration. 

Instead of rushing to possess 
the Promised Land in three 
months, Moses held back until it 
took 40 years to make the jour- 
ney.

leader to do. In fact, Moses lost 
his patience several times and 
eventually God punished him. 
But Moses realized that the lead- 
er must carry his people with 
him. It is possible for a leader to 
get so far ahead that he gets out 
of sight and his leadership ceases 
to be effective. 

Slowly Moses taught the people 
the moral and spiritual laws . of 
God. Little by little did they learn 
the principles of civilization, how 
to govern themselves and live to- 
gether.

Ike-Truman Feud 
Appears Childish 


WASHINGTON—One of the most curious and 
painful aspects of American politics is the long 


period of strained relationship, bordering on per- 

sonal hostility, between two Presidents~Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
Harry S. Truman. It is the more curious because they had been 
good friends and close associates in war and peace and at one time 
Truman wanted to get Eisenhower a presidential nomination. 


It would be foolhardy—and un- 


safe—for. an innocent bystander 
to intervene in this kind of feud; 
at least to intervene to the ex- 
tent of trying to judge who is 
to blame or who is more to 
blame. Each sincerely holds the 
other responsible and neither can 
be said to be guiltless. 


But the Tafest episode in a long 
series of icicled incidents leaves 
the impression that Eisenhower 
is willing, perhaps even desir- 
ous, of healing the prolonged 
breach between the two and that 
Truman is reluctant, no doubt for 
reasons which seem adequate to 
him, to let the past bury itself. 


The circumstance is that the . 


President invited the férmer 
president to a small White House 
stag dinner for Sir Winston 
Churchill. Truman declined  be- 
cause of a New York engagement 
and when asked by a correspond- 
ent who knew him well whether 
he “could or didn’t want’’ to ac- 
cept, he told his newspaper friend 
to put any interpretation on it he 
wished, °. 

The prevailing interpretation is 
that Truman found is prior en- 


-gagement highly convenient and

How To Lick the 5-9 Leave 


._ The 5-9 spare, shown in today’s. sketch, is a fairly common 
one for right-handed bowlers. If the first ball crosses over to the 
left side of the head pin, the hit usually results in a 5-9. For any 


right-hander who suffers from 
this ‘‘cross-over’’ trouble on his 
first ball, the 5-9 is a leave he'll 
see quite often. 

Since this spare is in the 
middie of the alley, use the 
middle - of -the-alley angle in 
shooting for it. Your stance 
might even be to the left of cen- 
ter, because you want your ball 
to come in slightly to the right 


of center so it takes the 5-pin . 


on the right and continues on 
back into the 9-pin. 

There’s a danger in this 
shot of chopping the 5-pin off 
and leaving the 9-pin untouched 


if your ball comes into the 5 too heavily.

It is now quite widely known 
that there is to be more and 
more old age in this country. 
The reasons: First, because many 
more babies live to adult life; 
second, because infectious dis- 
eases have come under much bet- 
ter control than ever before with 
the drugs that were once Called 
‘“‘wonder drugs.”” By the way, 


what was at first more or less 
of a miracle comes to be regarded 
as routine and expectable! 


In addition, we have earlier 
diagnosis and cure of diseases 
not yet preventable, preemi- 
nently cancer. With popular edu- 
cation about early detection and 
life prolonging measures, many 
victims of cancer will live to 
grow old in a normal way. 


Naturally, therefore, there is a 
growing interest in making old 
age comfortable and happy. Let- 
ters from some of the readers 
of this column indicate that with 
the decrease in the value of the 
dollar, people who counted on liv- 
ing comfortably in their old age 
on a fixed income are finding it 
difficult; in fact, impossible to 
have even the necessary aids to 
comfortable living. 


By that they mean they can- 
not afford properly fitted glasses; 
nor can they buy comfortably ef- 
ficient dentures with which to 
chew their steak, as I have recom- 
mended in one of my columns 
for the elderly as well as for the 
young. They also find it im- 
possible to afford hearing aids 
with which to keep themselves in 
closer touch with others and to 
lessen the burden they bring to 
their families and friends. 


This problem is recognized 
generally by all who are in- 
terested in the problems of the 
old, and will undoubtedly re- 
ceive more and more attention 
from all sources. It is gratify- 
ing to note that a measure has 
been passed by the American 
Medical Assn. recommending 
that people over 65, who are 
retired on ‘small incomes, have 
special consideration from the 
medical profession as far as 
fees are concerned.

( There already IS a unifromed patrol on the lakes—the Georgia 
Marine Patrol—but all of the members are volunteers, and there 
are just some things you can’t ask a volunteer to do.) 


Phillips said that at Lake Sidney Lanier last summer there 
was more than $60,000 worth of gasoline sold to boaters. ‘‘There 
was much more than that sold at Allatoona, of course, because it 


is an older lake,”’ Phillips said. 


And the question of boat licensing came up. There is 
proposed legislation which will put $3, $5, and $7 fee on boats 
according to size. ‘‘The state might just as well get into the act, 
because if we don’t do it by next April, the Coast Guard is going 
to do it, and the state won’t get that revenue,” the engineer 


said. 


Phillips was high in praise of the work done by the Georgia 
Marine Patrol. “‘We would have had a lot more casualties than 
we did have if it had not been for their efforts. They have given 
a lot of safety tips to boaters,"’ Phillips said. “‘And they saved 


a lot of lives.” 


ENGINEER PERSONNEL ALSO PATROL 


Personnel working for the Army Engineers also patrol Lake 
Sidney Lanier. ‘“‘But man, this is a big laKe,”’ Phillips said. ‘‘We 


can't near cover it all.”’ 


His suggestion, if the state would put the gasoline tax 
money te work on the lakes: Have members of the State 
Patrol patrol the lake just like they patrol the highways. 


“They could operate out of the Gainesville office, and at 
Allatoona out of the Cartersville office, so there would be no new 
overhead expense,” Phillips said. “If the state issued licenses for 
boats, the same people who issue the car tags could issue the boat 
licenses. The auto tag rush is over before the boating season 
starts, so it would be very little added. burden.”

Makarios Hailed 


In Hometown 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP)—Thou- 
sands of Greek Cypriot villagers 
gave Archbishop Makarios a rous- 
ing welcome Sunday as he visited 
his native village of Panayia.

Chryssorogiatissa, he officiated at 
a service for the installation of a| 
new abbot. During the service, 
Makarios praised the role played 
by Cyprus monasteries during the 
four-year long struggle for inde- 
pendence.

ADVISERS SUGGESTED 


On Feb. 16 of this year the 
Western powers in notes to the 
Soviet Union notified the Russian 
government that, in the words of 
the British note, “it is suggested 
that German advisers should be 
invited to the conference and 
should be consulted.’’ 


The U.S. on March 26 asked if 
the Soviet government agreed 
with its proposal that German ad- 
visers should be invited and con- 
sulted at the conference. 


The Soviet reply on March 30 
was conclusive, in the view of the 
U.S. and British delegations. 


To the U.S., the Soviet Union- 
said: “As follows from the ex- 
change of opinions which has 
taken place the question about 
both German states—the German 
Democratic Republic and the Fed- 
eral German Republic — being 
represented at the council of for- 
eign ministers can be considered 
agreed.” 


The Soviet reply to the British 
was almost identical. 


The Russians began working for 
German representation on a low- 
er level two weeks ago when the 
four-power liaison group met to 
arrange details of the conference.

Hour of Truth 
Hard To Take 
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The murder trial was over. The jury was out. But most of 
the crowd lingered on in the Polk County courthouse, slapping at 
night-flying bugs that circled the big ceiling lights and plopped 
drunkenly on to heads and arms and down dress fronts occasion- 
ally. The clock on the courtroom wall and the door through which 
the jury had departed divided the attention of those who waited. 


It is both the best time of a murder trial and the worst. For 
the principals, the defendant and his family and the relatives of 
the victim, the tension must be intolerable. Even the lawyers 
admit to a feeling of strain—a restlessness which the younger ones 
take out in pacing and the older ones take out in talking. 


Most lawyers are natural raconteurs and they are never bet- 
ter than when talking shop. Don Howe, battle-scarred veteran of 
many courtroom battles, was talking the other night when George 
Bagby, Paulding County representative and himself an attorney, 
dropped by the courthouse to see how the Ledford trial was going. 


“Well, here’s George Bagby,” remarked Mr. Howe looking up. 
“They tell me George is a man so mean his mother had to feed 
him with a slingshot!” 


George inclined his head politely and modestly admitted that 
such a story existed and the author of it was Don Howe. 


“That’s what he told a jury in Dallas the other day,’ George 
said. ‘‘One of those times when he talked about the other lawyer 
to keep from talking about his client.’’

ture. And no use quibbling ... it’s aging. 


With a quick, guilty start, you 
pull in the stomach and throw 


back your shoulders. But that 
over-correction is all wrong, 
too, and in another minute you 
slump. . . from habit. 


Slumping may feel easier at 
the moment. Actually it’s a 
strain, for the wrong muscles 
are forced to take over a job 
they were not designed to do. 
Also, when you are structural- 
ly out of balance, the muscles 
have to work harder just to 
hold you up! 


HOLDING UP 


Even so, they've been hold- 
ing you up, after a fashion, for 
more years than you care to 
admit, so it’s nothing to be ex- 
ercised about. But that’s just it, 
slumped posture shows up the 
years! Brace yourself .. . fig- 
ures grow old from the should- 
er blades up. Start noticing pos- 
tures and you'll see this is 
true. No person with a rounded 
upper back looks really young. 


One posture fault leads to an- 
other, and you settle at the 
base of the spine. And when 
you sit slumped in a lump or 
walk in a dispirited fashion, 
that’s aging. To get a lift... 
sit with the whole spine lift- 
ed from the seat of the chair. 
It helps you come alive. 


And walk springy, not clump- 
clump. It’s easier to do this 


when the discipline is through 
the girdle muscles. Pull up 
snugly with lower abdominal 
muscles, square the shoulders, 
but keep them relaxed. That's 
it... . free wheeling. 


ONE EXERCISE 

Here’s one simple exercise to 
help get on the beam. Lie on 
back on floor, feet elevated to 
chair seat, arms down at sides, 
palms up. Flex alternate knees 
to chest, pressing small of back 
against floor as you circle arms 
around back of floor to over- 
head position without letting 
wrists and elbows come off 
floor. Do this six times daily. 


Then next time you catch a 
glimpse of yourself in a shop 
window . . . lift, pulling up-and- 
in with the abdominal muscles. 
Square your shoulders but keep 
them relaxed. The lifting is all 
done with the girdle muscles. 
In the next window notice how 
elegant you look and how free 
and easy you feel.

Break the Record

Nine years ago Bill and Ann 
Seaton started in business on a 
fishstring. 


Today their two Rio Vista res- 
taurfants together put out about 
90,000 channel catfish and a 
quarter of a million hush-puppies 
weekly. Bill and Ann estimate 
they have watched almost 20 
million catfish slip down the 
happy gullets of their satisfied 
customers. 


The Rio Vista restaurants of 
today are a far cry from the 
small place the twe Seatons and 
one employe hopefully opened 
those nine years ago. 


“We had one deep fryer and 
ene cast-iron skillet then,” Bill 
Seaton told a catfish-eating visi- 
tor. “Now weh have 16 electrical- 
ly operated deep fryers, each of 
which can cook 100 pounds of 
catfish or hush-puppies an hour.” 


The Rio Vista restaurants of- 
fer a standard variety of other 
meals, but Bill estimates that 
nine out of 10 of his diners order 
the specialty of the house—cat- 
fish. hush-puppies, salad and 
drink on an “all-you-can-eat”’ 
basis. 

The catfish are delivered daily 
to Rio Vista in iced barrels. Be- 
fore packing the fish have had 
their heads chopped off and have 
been cleaned, but Bill sees that 
they are rechecked for positive 
cleanliness. They are then put on 
the rollers, where the meal is ap- 
plied. From there they are dipped 
into the deep fryers and cooked 
at extremely high temperatures. 


The hush-puppies, which, for 
the benefit of any unfortunate 
uninitiated, are small, golden 
balls of cornbread, are fried 
separately but in the same deep
